ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  THE  HEALTH  OF  THE  AREA  DURING  1967 


Mr®  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present,  herewith,  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
area  during  1967,  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/68  dated  January,  1968®  Included  in 
this  Report  is  the  Report  of  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 


Vital  Statistics 

Very  little  variation  has  occurred  in  the  vital  statistics  and 
the  birth  and  death  rates  compare  favourably  with  the  National 
Rates  » 

As  is  usual,  most  deaths  were  due  to  cardiovascular  disease 
and  cancer®  There  was  one  road  traffic  accident  and  two  suicides. 


Notifiable  Diseases 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  a total  of  168  cases  of 
measles  was  notified®  It  is  hoped  that  after  the  Devon  County 
Council’s  scheme  of  measles  immunisation  has  become  effective,  the 
incidence  of  measles  will  be  as  rare  as  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis. 


Water  Supply 

Mains  water  is  supplied  by  the  South  West  Devon  Water  Board 
and  the  supply  has  been  excellent.  The  water  is  regularly  sampled 
by  the  Board  and  during  the  year  no  adverse  Reports  were  received. 

There  are  a number  of  small  private  supplies  which  are 
inspected  and  sampled  as  necessary.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Herewith  I submit  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  19670 
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drainage  arrangements  at  Challaborough  are  deteriorating  and  the 
only  pratical  remedy  is  the  provision  of  a collective  public  system. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  present  national  economic  difficulties  will  not 
jeopardise  this  scheme  particularly  if  the  result  of  such  economies 
results  in  more  people  taking  holidays  in  this  particular  area. 
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LODDI SWELL 

Work  has  not  yet  started  on  this  scheme  for  extending  sewers 
and  building  a new  disposal  works.  Conditions  are  not  satisfactory 
on  the  existing  disposal  site  due  to  inadequacy  of  treatment  but 
even  so  I still  consider  the  necessity  for  a scheme  at  Challaborough 
and  Bigbury-on-Sea  of  much  more  urgency  on  public  health  grounds. 

STOKE  FLEMING 

Delays  in  preparing  a scheme  for  extension  of  sewers  and 
treatment  of  sewage  at  Stoke  Fleming  are  continuing  due  to  the  lack 
of  knowledge  concerning  the  development  plan  for  this  area. 
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WEST 

BUCKLAND 
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THURLESTONE 

The  protection  of  the  sea  outfall  at  Thurlestone  has  been 
carried  out  by  laying  approximately  100  tons  of  concrete  to  surround 
the  pipe o The  work  was  done  by  direct  labour,  much  of  it  under 
adverse  physical  and  weather  conditions . In  this  particular  job  the 
use  of  direct  labour  has  resulted  in  considerable  saving  of  costs, 

W00DLEIGH 

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  on  this  site  due  to  excess 
flows  caused  by  the  presence  of  sub-soil  waters  in  the  sewers.  Tests 
will  be  made  and  steps  taken  to  exclude  such  water  from  the  sewers 
and  thus  improve  conditions  at  the  disposal  site, 

BROWN ST ON 

Conditions  at  this  hamlet  remain  unsatisfactory  due  to  the  lack 
of  treatment  works  and  the  position  is  aggravated  due  to  the 
relatively  high  number  of  farms  draining  to  the  sewage  system. 
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During  the  year  the  maintenance  schedule  for  disposal  works  was 

to  reduce  the  number  of  visits  per  site  thereby 
lan  hours  by  eliminating  some  of  the  travelling 
As  a result  some  aspects  of  maintenance  have 
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I believe,  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when  serious  consider- 
ation will  have  to  be  given  to  increasing  the  maintenance  staff  in 
order  to  provide  efficient  and  effective  maintenance  of  our  many 
ins  tallat ions . 

HOUSING 
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district » The  need,  therefore,  to  build 
clearance  appears  to  have  been  solved  anc 

to  be  dealt  with  could  be  rehoused  through  casual  vacancies  in 
Council  property. 

The  demand  for,  and  restoration  of,  old  property  continues  and 
it  will  be  interesting  to  note  the  affect,  if  any,  of  the  decision  to 
temporarily  suspend  the  making  of  discretionary  Improvement  Grants. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  Council,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  decided  to  suspend  giving 
discretionary  Improvement  Grants.  This  step  was  brought  about  by 
the  need  for  economies  in  view  of  the  national  economic  position. 

During  the  year  seventeen  discretionary  applications  were 
received  and  eight  grants  given  and  twenty  standard  applications 
were  received  and  seventeen  grants  made. 

Now  that  the  slum  clearance  problem  has  been  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  solved  I would  suggest  that  the  next  logical  step 
would  be  to  encourage  owners  of  those  properties  without  modern 
amenities  to  improve  their  properties  by  means  of  standard 
Improvement  Grants  and  I hope  that  in  the  coming  year  steps  will  be 
taken  to  start  such  action. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  visits  made  to  slaughter- 
houses but  the  workload  remained  much  the  same.  This  was  due  to  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  bovines  inspected  which  offset  the  decrease 
in  the  number  of  sheep  and  pigs  killed. 
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POULTRY  INSPECTION 


During  the  course  of  the  year  a representative  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  visited  the  district  and  inspected  the  Poultry  Packing  • 

Plant  at  Loddiswell*  It  is  considered  that  some  form  of  inspection 
should  be  given  to  such  a plant  and  this  will  entail  at  least  three 
visits  per  week  in  order  to  inspect  the  poultry  killed*  The  con- 
sumption of  poultry  has  increased  tremendously  over  the  past  few  years 
and  I hope  the  Council  will  be  as  far  sighted  in  this  instance  as 
they  were  previously  in  insisting  on  meat  inspection  before  it  was 
made  compulsory,, 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  moves  are  afoot  to  regularise  the 
position  regarding  a large  holiday  caravan  site  at  Beesands  and  hope 
that  some  improvements  can  be  made  to  improve  the  conditions  in  the 
coming  season  0 

The  majority  of  sites  have  been  well  run  and  improvements  are 
still  being  carried  out  on  a number  of  sites* 

A new  site  came  into  operation  near  Woolston  and  a programme  of 
works  has  been  agreed  with  the  operator* 

REFUSE 

The  collection  service  has  functioned  reasonably 
during  the  year  and  steps  were  taken  in  March  to  purch 
equipment  and  employ  an  operator  to  carry  out  tip  cont 
at  Molescombe  « This  has  resulted  in  greatly  improved 
the  tip  and  a much  quicker  turn  around  of  vehicles* 

The  two  smaller  tips  are,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  finished 
and  arrangements  will  have  to  be  made  next  year  to  transfer  all  refuse 
to  Molescombe0  This  will  entail  considerable  changes  in  the  collection 
system  due  to  the  long  hauls  that  will  be  necessary,  and  may  well 
result  in  a change  of  the  type  of  vehicle  to  be  used*  A new  large 
vehicle  with  a high  compaction  rate  was  purchased  during  the  year 
and  this  resulted  in  considerable  economies  being  effected*  It  seems 
probable  that  a further  similar  vehicle  will  be  required  in  order  to 
cope  with  the  change  in  conditions  next  year* 

OIL  POLLUTION 

A great  deal  of  time  was  taken  up  in  connection  with  the  oil 
scare  caused  by  the  sinking  of  the  Torrey  Canyon* 

Arrangements  were  made  and  certain  equipment  obtained  to  combat 
pollution  from  this  source  but  good  fortune  favoured  us  and  none  of 
our  beaches  were  affected* 
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ADMINISTRATION 


During  the  course  of  the  year  Mr.  C.  H.  Brice  left  the  employ- 
ment of  the  Council  to  take  up  an  appointment  in  private  industry. 
Mr.  T.  A.  J.  Fowler  of  Chard  Rural  District  Council  was  appointed 
to  the  post  of  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

In  last  year's  report  I made  reference  to  certain  fields  of 
public  health  work  which  had  been  neglected  and  to  the  fact  that  not 
withstanding  the  substantial  increase  of  work  in  the  department 
and  the  build  up  of  outdoor  staff  the  office  staff  has  remained 
static  for  the  past  twenty  years.  If  the  work  of  the  department 
is  to  continue  satisfactorily  it  will  be  necessary,  in  my  view,  to 
employ  additional  technical  staff.

3 . Laboratory  Service

samples  of  milk,  water  and  ice  cream  are  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Plymouth.  The  chemical  analysis  of  water  is 
undertaken  by  Public  Analysts  at  Exeter. 

4 . General  Medical  and  Dental  Services 

3 General  medical  practitioners  live  in  villages  in  the 
District  and  also  17  doctors  and  10  dentists  from  adjoining  towns 
serve  the  area.
